Question of Reverter Clause 
Still Clouds Surplus Land

In early April the Prince Georges County Board of Education 
transferred to the county the deed for 72 acres of land on parcels 
1 and 2 in Greenbelt Originally slated for a 3-school complex, 
the land was declared surplus in February 1978. The deed, how¬ 
ever, has not yet been recorded. Apparently, the issue of whether 
or not a reverter clause was a legal part of the land sale to the 
board in 1966 must be settled first. 


A Harmonious

Four citizens and almost twice 
as many petitioners appeared at 
a public hearing in city council 
chambers on Monday, April 30 
about the proposed annexation 
of the Greenbelt East/Green¬ 
way development. 

What the meeting lacked in con¬ 
troversy, it made up for with good 
will, as all the members of council 
complimented their fellow mem¬ 
bers, city staff and representatives 
of Greenway Center Associates Li¬ 
mited Partnership (The Greenway 
developers, for the cooperation 
experienced during annexation 
negotiations. 

The contrast of this annexation 
proceeding with Greenbelt’s sister 
city (New Carrollton) was not 
lost on Robert Manzi, the attorney 
for Greenway Associates, who also 
noted the “spirit of cooperation" 
at all meetings. Council will take 
final action on the Charter Amend¬ 
ment Resolution on Monday, May 7. 

In connection with the legal re¬ 
quirements for annexation, City 
Manager James K. Giese began 
the hearing toy inserting approxi¬ 
mately twenty documents into the 
record. First of these was a Feb¬ 
ruary 23 letter from the owners 
of the Greenway Shopping Center 
petitioning for annexation. Exhi¬ 
bits also included a plat of the area 


At the March 19 council meeting, 
Carol Sheehan of the P. G. Coun¬ 
ty Office of the Youth Coordinator 
explained the program and reques¬ 
ted that Greenbelt participate in it 
by allowing delinquent youths to 
work on community projects. Al¬ 
though no decision was made at 
the meeting, council was sympa¬ 
thetic towards Sheehan’s request. 
Councilman Richard Castaldi said, 
“Kids of this age go through a lot 
of growing pains." He also said that 
the program was like a two-way 
street, since “Kids will be helping 
the community through community 
projects and the youngsters will 
learn how a community runs." 

John Wrightson, project direc¬ 
tor, said he is optimistic about the 
program’s future in Greenbelt and 
believes “positive things will work 
out.’* He said the program is “con¬ 
structive and gives kids a sense of 
involvement." 

Four organizations operate the 
program — the Office of the Youth 
Coordinator Of P. C. County, the 
Department of Juvenile Services; 
Early Learning, Inc. and the Co¬ 
operative Extension Service of the 
Univeristy of Maryland - 4H and 
Youth. Neighborhood residents, 
public and private youth service 
agencies, the business sector and 
public and private community ser¬ 
vice organizations are also involved 
in the program. 

The program operates on a $1.2 
million three-year grant from the 
Law Enforcement Assistance Ad¬ 
ministration (LEAA) in which the 
county has matched ten per cent 
or $120,000. . It consists of four 
components: vocational training 
cooperative extension, job bank 
and direct victim service. 

Vocational Training 

The vocational training compon¬ 
ent, the biggest in terms of money 
appropriation, is operated by Early 
Learning, Inc, It consists of a 24 
week program where youths are 
paid minimum wage for the hours 
they put in. A court-determined 


to be annexed, the Charter Amend¬ 
ment Resolution, an outline of ser¬ 
vices to be extended by the city, 
and certification of notification of 
the public hearing in the Prince 
Georges Post and the News Re¬ 
view. 

Almost half of the exhibits were 
letters to the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Council, Metropolitan Council of 
Governments (COG), Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission (MNCPPC), and 
Prince Georges Planning Board 
dealing with the annexation pro¬ 
ceedings and city services to Green¬ 
way. Giese’s history of the annexa¬ 
tion concluded with a letter from 
the Maryland Department of State 
Planning, stating that the depart¬ 
ment had no comment on the pro¬ 
posed annexation. 

In addition Mayor Richard Pilski 
pointedly asked whether represen¬ 
tatives of the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Council, COG, MNCPPC, Prince 
Georges County Planning Board, 
Maryland Department of State 
Planning, the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Executive, Prince Georges De¬ 
partment of Public Works, or Na¬ 
tional Parks Service were present. 
None were. However, Giese noted 
that a representative from Green¬ 
belt Park had called him about 
the effect on the parks, Giese did 
not think there would be any effect. 


portion of their paycheck goes to¬ 
wards the youths’ restitution. In 
other words, that money will pay 
for the damage the youth has done. 
Youths will receive both classroom 
and on-the-job training in such 
professions as carpentry and 
plumbing. After the youth has fin¬ 
ished his 24-week restitution per¬ 
iod, he is given the opportunity to 
remain and learn additional skills. 

The cooperative extension com¬ 
ponent is operated by 4-H and 
Youth. Youths are mandated by 
the court to work up to 150 hours 
in community involvement. This is 
where Greenbelt comes in, should 
the city decide to participate in the 
program. Here youths will work on 
various community projects, such 
as city clean-up, working in senior 
citizen homes, and with the Red 
Cross. The young people would also 
be paid the minimum wage and a 
predetermined portion of their pay- 
checks would go towards restitu¬ 
tion. 

Uhder the job bank component, 
youths work on jobs in both the 
public and private sector. For ex¬ 
ample, businessmen may offer po¬ 
sitions within their organizations 
for the youths to work in. Here a- 
gain, youths are paid minimum 
wage, with a portion going towards 
restitution. 

The direct victim service involves 
the youth and the victim of his 
action. Here, with the permission of 
the victim, the youth performs a 
service for the victim, such as 
mowing lawns, and other odd jobs. 
Supervision 

Under all the components, the 
young people are always supervis¬ 
ed. Unlike similar restitution pro¬ 
grams in other parts of the coun¬ 
try, there is closer supervision, 
with one supervisor to six youths. 

The project officially started Ap¬ 
ril 1, and it is estimated the pro¬ 
gram will serve as many as 300 
youths a year. Community mem¬ 
bers are urged and welcome to 
volunteer their, services. 


City Taxes 

In his presentation, Giese empha¬ 
sized a significant provision in the 
annexation ordinance—the phasing 
-in of city property taxes. As for 
providing city services, Giese saw 
no great impact. Police services 
will be provided for the property; 
however, Giese noted that the city 
has been increasing the police force 
to deal with that sector of town. 

Like any other business in the 
city, all city recreation facilities, 
Greenbelt CARES, and Elderly 
Housing consideration for employ¬ 
ees will be available to those em¬ 
ployed at the proposed develop- 
ment.In addition ,the city has a- 
greed to use city general obliga¬ 
tion bonds to finance required 
street, sidewalk, and storm drain¬ 
age improvements. Giese explained 
that the city would contract for 
and build these improvements and 
that a special assessment would be 
placed on the property for repay¬ 
ment. 

Later in the meeting it was a- 
greed that the term for repay¬ 
ment would be “not less than 
15 years” or longer, if such a 
loan could be found. The develop¬ 
er would prefer 20 years, but 
Giese explained that the bank 
wanted 15. 

Sidewalks 

One issue which caused citizen 
concern was pedestrian and bicy¬ 
cle access. Alan Amberg from 
Hillside Road felt that not much 
had been done in this area. Giese 
explained that a sidewalk on the

In response to this question, Jo 
Ann Bonner of the county’s Pub¬ 
lic School System said that school 
board attorney Paul Nussbaum 
told her “there was no valid rever¬ 
ter clause." Reportedly former 
owners (Bresler, Lerner and As¬ 
sociates) are claiming there was 
an agreement that would give 
them the right to repurchase the 
land if the property were not 
utilized for school purposes. (Calls 
to their attorney did not ellicit 
any response.) 

If a reverter clause were filed 
and recorded with the deed, cur¬ 
rent corunty law (CB-131) would 
not apply to the 72 acres located 
in the area of Northway extended 
between the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway and Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. property on Ridge Road. Un¬ 
der C-B 131, the city would have 
first right to buy land within its 
borders for the amount paid by the 
county originally plus expenses in¬ 
cidental to the retransfer. C-B 131 
also gives the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission, Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission, and state 
governmental agencies the same 
priority as towns for purchase of 
surplus county property. If these 
governmental bodies have no in¬ 
terest in acquiring the land, the 
county will then sell the property 
to the highest bidder at a public 
sale or to any purchaser who of¬ 
fers the sale price approved by 
the county council. 

The school board purchased 62 
acres in 1966 at an average of 
$8,000 an acre. Part of this pro¬ 
perty was acquired by the Board 
of Education for $16,000 an acre

and part was donated. The re¬ 
maining 10 acres (Reiner, Lerner, 
Amraerman trustees) were pur¬ 
chased by the board in 1969 at a 
little over $19,000 an acre. 

History 

The six-year school site battle 
started in 1965 and ended in 1971. 
Greenbelters bitterly opposed the 
location of the three-school com¬ 
plex - especially the senior high 
school - on the virtually land-lock¬ 
ed parcel 2. There were no water 
and sewage facilities and no paved 
access to the property, so that all 
school traffic would have had to 
negotiate the narrow roads and 
heavily populated residential areas 
of the Greenbelt core. 

The community’s efforts were 
capped with success when the 
school hoard announced in October 
1970 its decision to remove the 
senior high school from parcel 2. 
Later in March 1971, the board 
announced its decision to purchase 
40 acres of the Smith-Ewing tract 
- the high school’s present location. 

The issue of the reverter clause 
was discussed at a Board of Edu¬ 
cation meeting on November 11, 
1969. At the time the city and 
the school board were drawing up 
an agreement whereby the city 
would transfer the 4%-acre land¬ 
fill property to the school board 
in return for board agreement to 
dedicate the right-of-way for the 
perimeter road that was located 
within the three-school complex. 

Complicating the issue was the 
fact that the former owners of 
the school board tract were claim¬ 
ing the right to purchase back 
land (including the right-of-way 
for the perimeter road) if the 
school board would not need the 
tract for school purposes. 

At the November 1969 meeting 
(News Review, November 13, 1969), 
Paul Nussbaum, school board at¬ 
torney, said there was a reverter 
clause but would make no comment 
as to the legal status of the repur¬ 
chase agreement. He also added 
that a tentative appointment had 
aeen set up with the owners of th<r 
land next week to see if the issue 
could be settled. 

Since 1969 the question of the ex¬ 
istence of a legal reverter clause 
has surfaced intermittently. To 
date, the matter has not been re¬ 
solved.

PROGRAMS FOR JUVENILE OFFENDERS 
OFFERS TRAINING WITH RESTITUTION

A new program in Prince Georges County offers an alternative 
to the imprisonment of juvenile offenders. Called the Community 
Project for Restitution of Juvenile Offenders, the program allows 
youths to do “something useful'’ by working on community pro¬ 
jects to pay their debt to society. It provides rehabilitation for 
youths who have committed misdemeanors or felony offenses and 
are ordered by the court to owe restitution for their actions.

Further Clarification 

To the Editor: 

This letter covers other points 
raised by the SUABC flyer (stand 
up and be counted) which I feel are 
important to GHI members. 

The Flyer stated that '‘they <G- 
HI) never speak of reducing other 
costs, such as the inflated person¬ 
nel/payroll and other waste such 
as gasoline used for personnel to 
cruise around Greenbelt. A mem¬ 
ber followed one of our trucks on 
an unbelievable cruise the other 
day.” Possibly some of the SUABC 
persons may have attended previ¬ 
ous Budget Sesisons or Hearings 
when management was questioned 
about its staffing and costs. The 
staffing of GHI is based on what 
members need and want and on 
what is necessary to maintain GHI 
units in good condition. If there 
are large backlogs of work orders 
for plumbing, carpentry, or elec¬ 
trical work, for example, and less 
for heating, switches are made in 
personnel to insure best possible 
use of resources. The object is 
not to hire employees to build an 
empire or to raise monthly charg¬ 
es. Some employees, for example, 
have more than earned their sala¬ 
ries in helping GHI get Federal, 
State and /or County funds to help 
with projects that GHI members 
could not afford. 

In answer to the comment about 
wasteful practices, GHI does not 
have, nor would it want to hire 
enough supervisors to watch every 
movement of each employee. It is 
up to the members to help GHI to 
correct wasteful practices, either 
by GHI employees or other mem¬ 


bers who, for example, may allow 
their watering hoses to run all 
night. If a member sees what may 
be a wastful practice, there’re a 
number of things that he or she can 
do to call it to the attention of the 
Board or management. First the 
member can write a note to the 
President of GHI or the General 
Manager at Hamilton Place, Green- 
belt, Maryland 20770. If this is not 
the preferred method, a note can 
be sent to the GHI Audit Commit¬ 
tee at the same address. Still an¬ 
other alternative is to call me on 
474-9352 and to give me the details 
which I will be glad to write up and 
present to the President and Man¬ 
ager of GHI, and then let you know 
what actions were taken to pre¬ 
vent any repeated wasteful actions. 

Regarding the need for signing 
the codicil so that GHI can get 
more favorable financing, it should 
be borne in mind that perhaps some 
of the SUABC persons were in GHI 
when fierce opposition was raised 
towards increasing monthly char¬ 
ges to provide for reserves. With¬ 
out adequate reserves for major 
undertakings such as our insula¬ 
tion and rehabilitation programs, 
GHI has no other alternative, in my 
estimation, but to borrow funds 
as an individual homeowner would 
do, given the same situation, by re¬ 
mortgaging and using our assets 
as collateral. As' was mentioned 
in other items, we can get the work 
done by getting a sizeable portion 
of funds through unsecured loans at 
rates that may be as high as 13%, 
but this would be a wasteful pro¬ 
cedure. By not signing the codicil, 
members, in my view, will be doing 
themselves and their fellow mem¬ 
bers an injustice. 

As more information is gathered 
about costs and the need for funds, 
regular reports would need to be 
presented to members, as was the 
case when we had the GNMA mort¬ 
gage deferral program to help us 
with our hot water heat conversion 
project. When final figures are de¬ 
veloped, time periods and definite 
amounts for specific work can be 
given. Estimates may be made, but 
final arrangements will take place 
only when the financing agency is 
known. 

I hope this further clarifies the 
issues.

GHI Bd. Meeting Clarified 

To the Editor: 

Like Deborah S. Rosetti I was at 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board 
meeting on April 12. I find her let¬ 
ter (April 19) on that meeting both 
distorted and misinformed. 

The first item of business was 
approval of the agenda. At that 
time the manager asked that a for¬ 
mer employee’s letter be added zo 
it. There were some murmurs from 
the audience, indicating that his in¬ 
tent was heard clearly. Soon after 
this the board reached the agenda 
item calling for comments from 
visitors. 

Mr. Smith, the president of GHI, 
asked if any visitors wished to ad¬ 
dress the board. Ms. Eunice Coxon 
did so. Immediately after her re¬ 
marks several of the visitors be¬ 
gan talking among themselves. Mr. 
Smith asked if anyone else wished 
to address the board. He waited for 
a time, looking at the visitors to 
see if any hands were raised, then 
said, “Seeing no one, we will move 
on to the next item of business.” ~ 

The next agenda item concerned 
a member’s request for an excep¬ 
tion to fence regulations; her right 
as a GHI member was to have the 
entire board consider this. There 
was nothing unusual about such an 
item’s being on the agenda, Ms. 
Rosetti calls it “low-caliber im¬ 
port”, though it was not minor to 
the member involved since it con¬ 
cerned a family member, her dog. 

In the midst of this discussion 
one of the visitors suddenly roared 
out that the board was not follow¬ 
ing the agenda. Smith said they 
were taking items in order. The 
member said “visitors” had been 
skipped. Smith said he had asked 
for more comments, and hearing 
none had moved on. The visitor 
and some who appeared to be his 
friends continued to utter loud 
comments. 

I agree that Ms. Rosetti “de¬ 
manded to be heard”. She was most 
insistent, continuing her demand 
after being told that she was out of 
order and reminded that visitors 
had been asked to make comments. 

She was wrong on several details, 
most egregiously in her statement 
that Mr. Smith had appointed an 
Audit committee at the meeting. 
This committee is elected, and is in¬ 
dependent of the board. There is 
no way Mr. Smith could tell them 
to investigate the* charges, or keep 
them from doing so. 

To answer one of her questions, 
members do participate in board 
meetings, and several did comment 
on agenda items during the even¬ 
ing. It happened that this was after 
many of the visitors had left in a 
body. However, the hoard had a 
very full agenda, and it is not reas¬ 
onable to expect to interrupt their 
deliberations with demands to con¬ 
sider items not on the agenda at 
times other than at the “visitors” 
item. It is the responsibility of the 
visitors to keep quiet and listen to 
proceedings, not to talk steadily 
and then complain because they 
missed the call for addressing the 
board.

No Sidewalks? 

To the Editor: 

Once again the Greenbelt pedes¬ 
trian is a second-class citizen. A- 
midst all the handshaking- and 
congratulations between the Green¬ 
way shopping center developers and 
city councilmen at the public hear¬ 
ing on annexation, no one wanted 
to be bothered with pedestrian side¬ 
walks. The city manager stated he 
has tried several times to get the 
State Highway Administration to 
put sidewalks along Greenbelt 
Road. SHA has always refused, 
claiming it didn’t want to intro¬ 
duce foot traffic into an already 
congested area. (Apparently the 
high school track team and Metro 
bus riders already using Greenbelt 
Road over the B-W Parkway don’t 
count.) Where the SHA fears to 
tread, the city council is not about 
to step in. 

The annexation agreement pro¬ 
vides for the city’s co-operation in 
obtaining access driveway and curb 
cuts, no opposition to a gasoline 


station on the Smith-jEwing tract, 
and a study to reduce the present 
amusement tax. If a traffic light 
is required at Hanover Parkway 
and Greenbelt Road, the city has 
offered to help pay for it. However, 
the city council does not include a 
“walk- don’t walk” signal at the 
same intersection so that Green- 
briar residents and high school 
students could walk to the shop¬ 
ping center. In fact the agreement 
specifically states “no sidewalks 
will be provided on either side of 
Hanover Parkway.” So when gas 
is over $1 a gallon we Greenbelters 
will be driving to our fine new 
shopping center. Perhaps council 
might study a gasoline tax rebate 
to encourage us to patronize the 
shopping center.

CPU Helps To Save A Life

If you had been walking past the American Legion on Green- 
belt Road and saw a man have a heart attack, would you have 
known what to do? 

Fortunately, Greenbelt resident and volunteer fireman Gilbert 
Wiser, trained in CPR (Cardiopulmonary Resuscitation) did 
know and was able to keep the man alive until he could be taken 


to the hospital. 

The incident occurred Tuesday, 
April 3 around noon, when a pas¬ 
ser-by sighted the man having a 
heart attack. When the observer 
ran into the American Legion to get 
help, Wiser was lunching with two 
friends, employees of NASA. The 
three of them, with CPR training, 
were able to respond. Thus they 
illustrated the importance of the 
aim of Greenbelt’s CPR program, 
to educate one person in each 
household with the CPR technique. 

The ambulance arrived within 
“two or three minutes” said Wiser, 
but “it was another 45 minutes or 
so before we could get him breath¬ 
ing” and able to be transported to 
the hospital. 

During that time Wiser & his 
companions continued with the C- 
PR treatment, adihinistered by the 
application of mouth-to-mouth re¬ 
suscitation (airway breathing) and 
pressure on the lower half of the 
victim’s breastbone (circulation) 
rhythmically. 

Wiser applied chest massage 
while his luncheon companions, one 
a nurse, kept track of blood pres¬ 
sure and breathing and establish¬ 
ed the rhythm, and the other ap¬ 
plied mouth-4o-mouth resuscita¬ 
tion. 

The hardest part of administer¬ 
ing CPR is establishing the rhythm, 
“but we had the rhythm going real 
well” said Wiser. Together they 
were able to save the man’s life on 
this “cold and rainy day.” The 


weather made it necessary to 
“move him to a car, before he was 
taken to the hospital,” said Wiser, 

The victim “had a kidney failure 
and was transferred to a D.C. hos¬ 
pital,” Wiser continued. If it had 
not been for CPR, the victim would 
not be going anywhere. 

Wiser’s knowledge of CPR is nec¬ 
essary to his function as a fireman. 
If he had not been at the American 
legion last week, it can’t be known 
whether another trained in CPR 
would have been available. 

CPR Program 

The Greenbelt program, spon¬ 
sored by the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment, began in September. Its pur¬ 
pose is to teach enough residents 
the technique so that they would 
know what to do if ever they were 
confronted with this kind of situ¬ 
ation. 

CPR is not difficult to learn and 
is not even time-consuming. Green- 
belt’s CPR program, a six-hour 
course, is held three times a month 
on Tuesday and Wednesday nights 
from 7 to 10 p.m. in Springhill Lake, 
old Greenbelt or Greenbriar. 

Upon completion of the course, 
s certification is received from the 
American Heart Association. Along 
with this is the knowledge that in¬ 
stills confidence at the time of an 
emergency. 

To register for the Greenbelt CPR 
program, call the Recreation De¬ 
partment between 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. 
at 474-6878.

south side of Greenbelt Road ad¬ 
jacent to the shopping center was 
one unresolved issue. Such a 
sidewalk has to be ^approved by 
the State Highway Administra¬ 
tion (SHA), it was noted. SHA 
has in the past denied approval 
on the grounds that a sidewalk 
would encourage dangerous pe¬ 
destrian use of Greenbelt Road. 
Giese explained that no sidewalks 
are now required along Hanover 
Parkway because the Greenway 
property is not adjacent to that 
road. When the property adjacent 
to Hanover Parkway is developed, 
its developers will need to carry 
out street improvements. (Western 
Development is contract purchaser 
of the 5-acre Smith-Ewing tract 
located west of Hanover Parkway. 
This tract, is expected to be an 
integral part of the Greenway 
Shopping Center.) Curbs will be 
required along the median of Han¬ 
over Parkway up to the proposed 
access road through the Smith-Ew¬ 
ing tract to the shopping center. 

Greenbriar resident Richard Ley 
was also concerned about a pedes¬ 
trian walkway-in particular for stu¬ 
dents or elderly residents using 
the shopping center.- Councilman 
Charles Schwan reminded those 
present that the council has re¬ 
peatedly sought and been denied 
SHA approval of a sidewalk on 
the Greenbelt Road bridge over 
the Baltimore-W ashington Park¬ 
way. Pilski admonished that he 
would hate to see annexation held 
up because SHA would not approve 
sidewalks. 

Manzi expressed willingness to 
have a sidewalk in front of the 
shopping center. He stated, “We're 
not going to do anything that will 
have a detrimental effect on citi¬ 
zens.” Ley also asked whether the 
suggested Hanover Parkway- 
Greenbelt Road light * would have 
a “walk-don’t walk” signal for 
pedestrians. Giese replied that 
such a request could be made, but 
SHA would made the decision, 

Manzi began his presentation 
for the petitioners by recalling 
that the annexation started from 
an almost joking statement by the 
mayor. In considering the pro¬ 
posal, the developers found it made 
sense. Manzi felt it would be a 
“definite plus to the city” by en¬ 
hancing the tax base. 

Furthermore, he felt the shop¬ 
ping center was bringing “quality 
development to the county” and 
would not be the typical strip 
shopping center. Architectural 
drawings displayed by the develo¬ 
pers showed Williamsburg style 
buildings of brick with large glass 
skylights over some stores. Ri¬ 
chard Kramer, Greenway general 
partner, stated that the developers 
“want good variety” in the busi¬ 
nesses located at Greenway. 

Businesses which will be located 
in Greenway include Dart Drug, 
Safeway and Hanover Trails, a 
qualify restaurant which is a sub¬ 
sidiary of Campbell Foods. The 
57,000 square foot supermarket will 
be the largest Safeway on the 
East Coast. All representatives of 
Greenway present expressed their 
willingness to answer questions 
because “the citizens have a right 
to know.”
